Sau Juan, Porto Rico, July 5.— In a 
Joint session lasting three hours the 
Porto Rican assembly 
unanimously 
passed the free trade resolution. 
The j 
assembly hall was crowded with spec* i 
tutors and cheers greeted 
the an­ 
nouncement that Governor Allen had 
signed the resolution. 
The 
free trade resolution 
began 
with a preamble in which reference la 
m a d e to section 3 of the Foraker law. 
The resolution then continues: 
“ The Porto Rican assembly, in ex­ 
tra session and acting pursuant to I 
the instructions 
of 
congress, does j 
hereby notify the president of the 
United States that by virtue of tho 
Hollander art and other acts it has 
enacted and put into operation a sys­ 
tem of local taxation to meet the ne­ 
cessities of insular governnment, and 
it hereby directs that a copy of this 
joint resolution be presented to tho 
president of the United States, and it 
requests that Governor Allen deliver 
the resolution in question to President 
McKinley to the end that the procla­ 
mation may be made by him, and if it 
shall seem wise and proper to the 
president of the United States the as­ 
sembly requests that 
bis proclama­ 
tion be isued Ju ly 25. as that dav is 
being established a iagal Porto Rican 
holiday to commemorate the anniver­ 
sary of the 


Coming of the Am erican Flag.** 
Governor Allen personally read a 
message before the assembly in which 
he exhaustively reviewed the financial 
situation of the island and showed 
that Porto Rico possessed abundant 
revenues for its needs without draw 
ing upon customs receipts. 
Mr. Hollander's rf port upon the isl­ 
and’s resource* from which revenue 
could be derided was considered suf­ 
ficiently definite to warrant the joint 
resolution in favor of free trade. The 
resolution was introduced to the house 
by Senor Morales.. Mr. Hollander, In 
a long speech, reviewed the workings 
of the new tax law 
He said: 
“ Present conditions make this joint 
resolution possible and the insular as­ 
sembly can henceforth dispense with 
the revenues accruing 
from

liiran customs." 
The resolution passed at 12:45 and 
was signed by Governor Allen.

wit: 
'Before the final estimate will 
be allowed by the common council, 
the contractor will be required to 
j sign a certificate on said estimate 
I that he will accept the same as a set­ 
tlement in full of all claims against 
the city of Brainerd.' 
The contractor has also done the 
additional work of putting crushed 
rock instead of gravel 6n the street 
crossings, being equivalent to 61 
and one-half lots, at 04.00 per lot, 
amounting to $246 00, making a bal­ 
ance due Mr. Swartx, if the addi­ 
tional amount is allowed for crushed 
rock of $658 90." 
The matter was discussed at length 
and it was moveo and carried that 
the report be accepted and placed on 
file. The council, on motion, then 
decided to allow Contractor Swartz 
the $312 90, provided be sign a re­ 
lease to the city fn futl settlement of 
the contract.
